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RAILROADS ADOPT NEW STRATEGY TO KILL OFF PASSENGER TRAINS 
Railroad management, and in particular that of the Southern Pacific, are taking 


a new approach to the threat of growing passenger service in the wake of the energy @ 


crisis. The method is subtle but could be effective if left unchallenged, It con- 
sists of efforts to demonstrate that highway vehicles such as buses use energy more 
efficiently than passenger trains, Intimidated by public opinion from openly chal- 
lenging the efficacy of increasingly popular passenger trains, railroad management 
has begun planting subtle remarks in the media directed to show that passenger 
trains are inefficient users of fuel. Two studies primarily have been quoted: one 
is by Eric Hirst, entitled "Energy Intensiveness of Passenger and Freight Trans- 
port Modes: 1950-1970," National Science Foundation, Oak Ridge National Laboratory, 
Oak Ridge, Tennessee, April, 1973 (Document ORNL-NSF-EP=44), The other is "Fuel 
Usage for Passenger Transport Between Selected City Pairs," Stanford Research In- 
stitute, Mento Park, California 94025. The latter study is said to have been com- 
missioned by Southern Pacific. In 1966 SP commissioned a study from SRI which led 
to the conclusion that passenger trains should be phased out. It proved to be a 
major document in justifying the enormous phaseout campaign of the 1960's, 

RTN has mentioned the Oak Ridge study before; it is being quoted widely by Grey- 


hound and other bus operators, SP mentioned it in its January Bulletin which goes 
to employees. Tha SR! study makes the following conclusion: "Buses are the most 


efficient utilizers of energy for passenger transport, and automobiles are the 
Teast efficient. Trains are less efficient users of fuel than full-size buses in 
every instance, Wide-body aircraft with high density seating are more efficient 
than automobiles over extended trips." 

RTN discussad the Oak Ridge study with a DOT official. He noted that the units 
of measurement wera passenger-wiles. As he put it, "When you start playing with 
passenger-miles and juggling thea around, you can prove almost anything." The 
Oak Ridge study covered the years of declining passenger train ridership and as- 
sumed a train load factor of only 37%, Amtrak's load factor has bean about 50% 
overall since it took over operations, and in the past few energy crisis months 
it evidently has increased significantly beyond that figure (the load factor on 
SP commute trains has recently been at least 852). 

Given the great importance at the present of energy efficiency, it secms that 
an independent, unbiased study comparing modes should be undertaken. Perhaps An- 
trak, or a Congressional committee could commission such a study. Studies now in 
existence report conflicting conclusions, and the public is entitled to know the 
facts in this iaportant matter which may affect our transportation system for 
decades to come, 


LEWIS WON'T QUIT AS AMTRAK PRESIDENT 


Roger Lewis, who has led Astrak as its president from its beginning, has fre- 
quently irritated passenger train-supporting groups such as the National Associa- 
tion of Railroad Passengers and various Senators and Congressmen by the way he 
has run the rail corporation thus far. Anthony Haswell, Chairman of NARP, has 
been quoted as saying "(Lewis) neither knows nor cares what is happening on Amtrak 
trains. Lewis must be held responsible for what is the most inefficiently and 
incometently managed enterprise fn America." And now that the Amtrak Board of 
Directors is up for reconstitution, under the Amtrak Improvement Act of 1973, 
there has bean intense speculation that Lewis ugt take the opportunity to step 
down from the post. However, a Washington Star-News article of Feb. 14 indicates 
that "informed sources" say that President Nixon will nominate Lewis for another 
term as the Amtrak head. NARP, the article reports, is opposing the retention of 
Lewis, and the writer of the article reports speculation that Lewis is mounting 
a lobbying campaign to keep his job. Lewis denies the campaign, but apparently 
has the intention of remaining in his post if renominated. 
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AMTRAK’S ANNUAL REPORT 


The sacond Annual Report of the National Railroad Passenger Corporation, for 
the calendar year 1973, was issued February 14, The 98-paga volume (plus an equal = 
sized appendix carrying, mainly, the ICC's new passenger train standards) contains 
a great deal of interesting information about the rail passenger system, and is 
certainly meatier than its first report, published last year. 

But many reporters apparently stopped after reading paragraph one of chapter one, 
the financial section. As the Wall Street Journal reported it, Amtrak's "loss wid- 
ened" in 1973 in spite of increased revenues. As Amtrak explained it, "Amtrak had 
an increase in revenue of $39.5 million or 24% above the revenue for ... 1972. De- 
spite this outstanding expression of public acceptance of Amtrak service, the cor- 
poration nevertheless operated at a deficit of $158.6 million. The ... 1973 revenue 
increase was 24% over ... 1972 while the cost increase ... was 16%. However, because 
the cost base which was transferred to Amtrak from the railroads was much higher 
than the revenue base, the amount of the cost increase totaled $50.6 million while 
the revenue increase was $39.5 million. This results in $11.1 million higher deficit 
than that experienced for calendar year 1972." (Note the novel use of the tera 
"transferred rather than "inherited" in the above. 

Once past this bit of bookkeeping, we gat on to the raison d'etre of Amtrak and 
how its operations are really serving the public that supports it. The inevitable 
onetine performance tables for the year are presented (these have already appeared 
in RTN as they were released over the sortie A little more novel is a summary of 
causes of delay of Amtrak trains over the year, broken down by railroad and type of 
delay. We juggled some of these data and are printing them on page 16. There were 
in all 158,021 separate delays to Amtrak trains in 1973, The reasons for them are 
those reported by the railroads to Amtrak, and the corporation can offer no indepen- 
dent check of the veracity of the reasons given. There's also a table of equipment 
failures and malfunctions for the year, by railroad. There were 7110 passenger car 
malfunctions, all told, 3224 of these on the Penn Central, which of course has the 
most train niles operated (12,264,161). But the rate of car failures per mile is 
quite different from one railroad to another; the rate per 10,000 miles was best on 
Santa Fe: only .68. The others, in ascending order of severity, were UP .74, Milw

1,13, BN 1.20, SP 1.38, ICG 1.66, PC 2.62, B&O/C&0 3,36, SCL 5,04, MP 8.26, LAN 9.16 
and Va 13.91. Locomotive failuras were almost exactly correlated with passenger 
car failures. 


In the matter of safety, riding passenger trains is still a safe way to travel. 
Since Amtrak took over, there have been 12 fatalities in Amtrak train wrecks, and 
11 of these occurred in Amtrak's first 8 months in 1971, all from the June 10, 1971 
wreck of the CITY OF NEW ORLEANS at Tonti, Illinois. The year 1972 saw no deaths, 
and 1973 only one passenger, for a fatality rate that year of .036 per million train | 
miles. Overall, since May 1, 1971 the fatality rate has been .19 per million miles. | 
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Amtrak's new passenger cars, now being planned, have been the object of considerable 
interest among railfans, who are naturally curious about the design of the cars, and 
how they compare to earlier cars still on the rails. The annual report offers little 
information about the design characteristics, only noting that they are to be high- 
capacity (from other sources the word comes that they are to be definitely of bi-level 
design), suitable for longedistance travel. Two proposals were received in Amtrak's 
design competition last year, and Amtrak is incorporating into its specifications the 
most desirable features of the two, it says. Sometime early this year the order for 
the first round of these new cars is to be placed. Late last year Amtrak placed an 
order for 57 non-powered Metroliner-type cars mainly for the Northeast Corridor, but 
as the report indicates, usable on any 
route that employs diesel power. 

The report says that Amtrak is well under- 
way toward its goal of acquiring its own 
maintenance facilities in Washington DC and 
Boston, Preliminary planning was also begun 
on more facilities in the southeast and cen- 
tral portions of the nation. 

The first of Amtrak's new relocated sta- 
tions, in Cincinnati, opened in 1972. Just 
after the first of this year, the Jackson- 
ville station opened, and last year final 
plans were drawn up for a new facility 
in Richmond, VA, Amtrak says that planning 
is underway for new or improved terminals in 
a number of cities, and preparatory work is 
underway on a major new station to replace - 
the Washington Beltway station--ihe New Care . &.. 
rollton facility, for which Amtrak has bud- 
geted a half million dollars this fiscal 
year and $6.6 million the next. This facil- 
ity is to have direct connections with the 
Washington rail rapid transit systea now 
under construction, 


A further look at Amtrak's budget for its capital acquisition program over the 
present (1974) and next fiscal years is instructive. Besides the New Carrollton 
station funds, Amtrak has budgeted $1.6 million this year on its Autotrak facilities 
near Kissinnee, Florida, with target date for start of operation late this spring. 
This facility will handle the autos to be carried aboard the FLORIDIAN a la Auto- 
Train. This fiscal year $11.5 million is budgeted for other stations and sales of- 
fices, along with $13.4 million next year. For equipment maintenance facilities, 
$7.5 million is to be spent this year and $32 million the next. Each of the two 
years, $50 million is down for improving rights-of-way. 

The remainder of Amtrak's $360.9 million capital acquisitions budget for fiscal 
1974 and its $135.6 million for fiscal 1975 is presently divided between funds for 
passenger cars and for locomotives. Corridor equipment accounts for a big slug of 
money: $35.2 million for 10 French Turboliners, $23.8 million for 57 Metro-type cars, 
and $3.9 million for 12 used Metro cars. The new bi-level cars mentioned above will 
cost $90 million, and $4.6 million is set aside for buying used passenger cars. For 
renovation of used cars, there's $50.7 million, and $900,000 for rebuilding RDC cars, 
Interestingly, the fiscal 1975 budget shows only $19.6 million for passenger cars, 
all of it for the renovating program. Clearly this category will have to be aug- 
mented with more bread to fork over for the new equipment that is so badly needed 
on the energy-crisis stricken rails of America. But evidently whatever plans may 
be brewing for such purchases have not yet reached the stage where they can be set 
down in a definite budget. Perhaps this is a place where Congress needs to come to

A SPECIAL TRIP on CP Rail, limited to 170 passengers, will take place March 23, 
Using RDC cars in the "older CP colour scheme," the train will run from Montreal 
to Newport, St. Johnsbury and Wells River, Vermont, in a 343-mile excursion that 
revives the ALOUETTE for one day. The tuscan red and gold ROC's will make 6 run- 
pasts for photographers, stop for a mid-afternoon meal at St. Johnsbury, Vermont, 
and are scheduled to allow excursionists a visit to an operating maple syrup fac- 
ility. Tickets are $16.90 from St. Lawrence Vallev Railway Society, Box 122, Sta- 
tion N, Montreal, wuebec. 


SECTIONS WERE ADDED to Canadian National's regular Rapidos on the Montreal-luebec 
run the weekends of Feb, 9-10 and 16-17, for the Quebec Winter Carnival. On the 
10M, train 25 leaving Quebec City at 5:15pm was seen running in three sections 
with an average of 16 cars each, 


CANADIAN NATIONALS TURBOS are still working well on the Montreal-Toronto run. 
Cold weather had been one of their big problems earlier, but they took it in 
stride this time, even with the twenty-below-zero freeze of mid-February. 


GRADE CROSSING ACCIDENTS have reportedly totaled 3 or 4 in the past two months 
involving CP Rail ROC's on the fast Montreal-Quebec line. There have been passen- 
ger injuries, and one rail employee was killed. Many people are asking for the 
return of conventional trains on this route. 


AMTRAK'S PACIFIC INTERNATIONAL between Vancouver and Seattle has been doing a good 
business northbound (and was filled with Bob Dylan fans following his Seattle con- 
cert Feb. 9), but the 5:30am southbound departure from Vancouver (B.C. time) is 
wiping out business fast in that direction. And the northbound P.I. of Feb, 16 
turned into an Amtrak mini-disaster. Normally it's not held over 15min for a late 
COAST STARLIGHT connection in Seattle, but that day it didn't get out until 7:15pm, 
since it was held for a northbound ski party, Since there's no baggage car, delays 
were encountered loading the skis into the vestibules. It arrived in Vancouver 
over 1% hours late, taking about 30min to turn on the wye (with passengers aboard 
before backing into the CN station, The crew was in a bad mood, At Everett, the 
conductor refused to sel] a ticket to a girl who had arrived too late at the depot 
to purchase one from the agent. A brakeman was heard chewing out an Amtrak rep, 
saying: "You're not going back with us if you don't sober up!" 


TORONTO TRANSIT COMMISSION is carrying out its plan to discourage automobile traf- 
fic in the city. Higher parking rates are one of the means of doing so. But one 
TTC commission opposes the parking changes at this time, asking to delay them until 
next October to allow time for the TTC to collect more buses and subway cars to 
handle the expected increase in traffic. In the fall, 88 new subway cars are to 
be delivered, plus 140 buses later in the year. And Sam Cass, Metro Traffic Con- 
missioner, is opposed to the discouragement of private cars, warning, "You're 
digging yourselves a big, fat grave and you're going to fall into it in a few 
years. 


CANADIAN TRANSPORT COMMISSION has apparently rejected, early this month, an appli- 
cation by Canadian National to discontinue some of its rail service on the route 
between Toronto, North Bay and Kapuskasing (part of this route is served by the 
Ontario Northland--see RIN, 2nd January issue). At the same time, the CIC ordered 
CN to set up new commuter service between Toronto and Barrie, as reported last 
issue. page 7 


AMTRAK ALTERS ITS ON-TIME PERFORMANCE CRITERIA 


Beginning with its on-time performance date of January, 1974, to be released 
shortly, Amtrak is changing from the S-minute standard to the ICC method of tallying 
performance, which allows 5 minutes of lateness per 100 miles of train travel (to a 
saximum of 30 minutes) before a train is considered Jate. Amtrak's January figures 
are being held up as the corporation ponders how to issue them in a manner that will 
aake then comparable with previous figures. Obviously, performance will look better 
under the newly-adopted system, 

For January, Astrak will report that 61.7% of its trains, overall, were on tine, 
up fren 51% in December, under the old system. Milwaukee Road put in the best per- 
formance in January, vith 89.32 on tine, while Illinois Central Gulf had the worst, 
33.2%. Metroliners vere 64% on tine, with average lateness of 27 ainutes when they 
vere late. Turbos put in a 40.5% record, with average lateness 41 minutes. Long 
distance trains overall wero 41.22 on tine, with average lateness of 187 minutes, 
while short distance runs averaged 70% on time, with average lateness 38 minutes. 
Most timely route was Los Angeles-San Diego, 93%, while Chicago-Hinneapolis hit 
86.1% and Chicage-Milwaukee 87.4%. On the low end, New York-Kansas City was 6,52, 
with average lateness 276 minutes; Chicago-New Orleans was also 6.5%, and others 
were as follows: Chicago-Washington 24.2%, Cincinnati-Washington 30.7%, Chicago- 
Florida 57.3%, New York-Florida 51.3%, ChicagoeNew York 30,72, Chicago-Newport News 
35.2%, Seattle-Los Angeles 462, Biggest cause of delays was slow orders (25,1%), 
then passenger-related delays (15.801, servicing (13.1%), nal functions (9 6) 
miscellaneous (8.9%), signal failures (8.2%), freight train interference (7.52), 
and other passenger train interference (7.32). 


JAMUARY TRAIN RIDERSHIP SHOWS SURPRISING JUMP 

January, normally an off-travel month, shoved great increases in Northeast Cor- 
ridor Amtrak ridership, even higher than the heavy travel month of December, with 
riders responding to the fuel shortage. The New York-Washington runs were up 4.1 
over December, and conventional train ridership was 16,1% higher than January 1973, 
while Metroliner ridership was 13.8% greater than a year earlier, New York-Boston 
traffic showed a 46,5% jump over January 1973, and 3% higher than December, for a 
total ridership of 145,486, 
PASSENGERS KILLED ON AN AMTRAK BUS 

Because the COAST STARLIGHT was running late, passengers were bused to points 
south of Los Angeles the evening of Feb. 27. Gut the Amtrak bus upon reaching 
Del Mar, CA stalled on railroad tracks and was hit by a Santa Fe freight train, 
killing the bus driver and two passengers and critically injuring a third, and 
hurting 23 others, The crash occurred in the early morning hours of Feb. 28. 
The bus was carrying about 30 passengers and was about to unload at the Del Mar 
station and continue on to San Diego. 


AUTO-TRAIN AND AMTRAK REACH AGREEMENT 


Autotrak and Auto-Train will become two common words in the Midwest soon, The 
huto-Train Corporation and Autrak have decided to drop opposition to each other's 
planned.

BART FORTUNES ARE AT A LOW EBB 


Tha Bay Area Rapid Transit District has had little other than disappointing 
news to report recently. Just this week BART announced that it will run out of 
funds next Uctober unless another source of money is forthcoming. tt recommended 
continuation of the $¢ sales tax in effect in BART counties to help support the 
system. At the same time it announced that the trans-bay tube, vital to opening 
of the complete system and generation of maximum revenue, would not be in opera- 
tion in the foreseeable future; previously it was estimated that the tube would 
be opened next September. In addition, BART is considering suing the Rohr Corpor- 
ation over continuing inadequacies in the cars it is delivering. Only a smal] 
proportion of BART's cars are reported to be serviceable at any given time, 


RIDERSHIP INCREASING ON SP COMMUTE LINE 


The fuel shortage is pushing more riders out onto the rails of SP's San Fran- 
cisco peninsula commute line. The railroad has admitted that while it earlier had 
an 85% load factor on its trains, they are now running virtually full. SP has no 
plans to add more cars or more runs to the line. 


GENERAL MOTORS HELPED KILL RAIL TRANSIT, NEW STUDY SAYS 


A Senate subcommittee to investigate the influence of automobile companies over 
public transportation has been holding hearings this week. Appearing before the 
committee was Bradford C. Snell, author of a 102-page study, financed by the Stern 
Fund of New York, of the role played by General Motors between 1932 and 1956 in 
killing off over 100 electric surface-rail transit systems. Mayor Alioto of San 
Francisco testified concerning the GM takeover of the Key System's electric trains 
that ran between S.F, and the East Bay, and the substitution of buses. Snell out- 
lined the takeover of Pacific Electric in Los Angeles, a fact that turned the city 
into an "ecological wasteland." National City Lines, a holding company formed in 
1936 by GM, of] and tire companies, to convert existing transit lines to bus oper- 
ation, An affiliate of NCL was formed to buy up and scrap electric rail lines. 
Some 45 cities had their rail systems destroyed in this manner, the study says. 
The hearings are of great importance at this time of momentous alterations in our 
transportation patterns, with increasing emphasis being placed upon light rail 
transit vehicles (streetcars), the very vehicles that were phased out under the 
influence of the highway-of] interests. 


TRANSIT BRIEFS: Many hundreds of people are alive today in the U.S, because of 
the energy crisis, who would have been the victims of highway slaughter. The na- 
tional S5mph speed limit and decreased driving due to the fuel shortage brought 
about 853 fewer highway deaths in January, the National Highway Traffic Safety 
Administration reported, That's a 23% reduction over January, 1973. in the close 
ing weeks of 1973, another estimated 1000 ware saved from the grip of the highway 
monster... A light rail transit system connecting Portland, OR with the surround- 
ing communities of Tigard, Lake Oswego, Lake Grove and Oregon City has been en- 
dorsed by the Tigard redevelopment committee. It would use, in part existing SP 
tracks, and the total cost of the entire Portland system is estimated as less 

than the expanse of building 6 miles of freeway... Rohr Industries’ subsidiary, 
Flxible Co., has received two contracts for buses--from Philadelphia and from AC 
Transit in the Oakland, CA area. It is the first time that AC has ordered buses 
from a supplier other than General Motors... There's little chance daylight save 
ing time will be rescinded, ihe National Safety Council reports that the number 
of school-pupil deaths in early morning traffic has not been affected by the time 
change. Twenty children died in Jan. 1974, 19 in Jan. 1973... page 9

A REPORT ON THE INAUGURAL RUNS OF ANTRAK'S NEW "POCKET STREAMLINER® 
by Scott Rogers 


"Happy Days Are Here Again!" blasted the Jefferson High School Band as Amtrak's 
new Chicago-Dubuque BLACK HAWK pulled into Rockford, Illinois on its inaugural pre- 
view run February 13. About 250 people turned out to view and tour the 3-car ROC 
"Pocket Streamliner" during the 45-minute station stop. |t seemed almost as if the 
clock had been turned back to a time when the railroads proudly showed off their 
new streanliners before they began regular service. 

State Representative Harlan Rigney, who invited me along, had picked me up at 
Sam, and we made the 30-aile drive to Rockford thru thick fog in an hour. There we 
met Rockford Rep, Tim Simms on the baa Greyhound for Chicago. Windy City arrival 
was at 8:50, 20 minutes late after negotiating heavy fog and facing lack of heat 
for much of the trip. A quick, brisk walk and we were at Union Station. 

The BLACK HAWK, made up of Artrak ROC's 32, 31 and 10, greeted us on track 14, 
The cars have been completely refurbished by the Reading Co. (see photo, RTN, Sec- 
ond September Issue, 1973), and sport airline-style seats with fold-down trays. 
ROC's 31 and 32 are coach-baggage cars of Western Pacific ZEPHYRETTE ancestry, 
while No. 10 is an ex-New Haven coach. Total capacity of tha Jecar train is 237, 
with the baggage section of car 31 serving as the "snack bar." Main reason for 
using ROC's on this route is the lack of train-turning facilities in Dubuque. 

it's 10:02am and the BLACK HAWK is on her way. Aboard are state and local of- 
ficials, Amtrak and Illinois DOT people, and members of the press. Amtrak has 
assigned no less than three Passenger Service Reps for this special kickoff run, 
who proceeded to dispense free champagne, sandwiches, etc. Also aboard are two 
snack bar attendants. With a congenial mood prevailing, the train speeds on its 
way towards Rockford. 

The BLACK HAWK is one of five trains now being subsidized by the State of Illi- 
nois, the most progressive state to date in providing better public transportation 
for its citizens. Efforts to restore train service to Northwestern |llinois really 
began back in 1971 when petitions containing 4,000 signatures were presented to the 
state. In early 1972 the illinois DOT announced that a Chicago-Dubuque route would 
not be feasible. The issue seemed dead, yet a few people stil] believed that rail 
service was needed and that sooner or later this need would bring about passenger 
train service. In early 1973, North American Passenger Train Preservation Society 
launched a letter-writing campaign to focus attention on the need for rail passen- 
ger service. That spring, State Rep. Merle Anderson introduced a bill to appropri- 
ate $239,000 for a train between Dubuque and Chicago via Freeport and Rockford. 
With the help of State Rep. Harlan Rigney and other area legislators, the measure 
was pushed thru the General Assembly and was made part of the overall transporta- 
tion program, It passed in June and was signed in July. 

Track on illinois Central Gulf's lowa Division is generally good, much of it 
with a top speed of 79mph. The first 13 miles out of Chicago stick out like a 
sore thumb, being terminals trackage good for only 25. This results in 55 min- 
utes of running time between Chicago and the first stop, Elwhurst, 18 niles. 

Amtrak and the {llinois DOT are now studying the costs of upgrading the track to 
allow for a faster running tine. 

Rockford--on time at 12:05pm. A band, 250 people, speeches, more officials 
boarding. Amtrak scheduled this special kickoff run to allow people along the 
line to tour the new train and to get the equipment to Dubuque so the first rev- 
enue run could be from there. The train departs on time at 12:45. Twenty-eight 
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miles and 30 minutes to my home town, Freeport. As we pull into town, we see the 
200 people lined up along the boarded-up old IC station, built in 1899, Amtrak is 
putting up a 3esided, 12-foot long “station” here. Now at 1:50 we depart, on time. 

The BLACK HAWK traverses some of the most beautiful scenery in Illinois around 
Galena, the next stop. Galena is the home of General and President U.S, Grant and 
has been labeled "The Town that Time Forgot" because of its many historic buildings. 
The old IC station is the same one Grant departed from to assume the Presidency. 
The City of Galena has purchased the station and with the help of local volunteers 
has cleaned and painted the interior. The depot will be leased to Amtrak for a 
token sum per year. One hundred people and a band greet the inaugural as we arrive 
in this smal] city for a 25-minute stop. Then we're on our way again, winding down 
the Galena River, then up the mighty Mississippi to East Dubuque. A short stop, 
then thru a tunnel, across the BN, and over the river and we're in lowa 8 minutes 
early. 

Amtrak's BLACK HAWK requires 44 hours for the 182 miles between Dubuque and Chi- 
cago, making stops at East Dubuque, Galena, Freeport, Rockford and Elmhurst. Tic- 
kets are available only at Dubuque, Rockford and Chicago. The schedule is one of 
the reasons for the late start-up date for this train, Amtrak requested a four- 
hour running tine but the ICG insists on 4$, altho the test run Nov. 7 made it in 
four hours including various delays and stops. Other factors causing the BLACK 
HAWK's service date to be so long after passage of funds for the train were find- 
ing of equipment, alleged labor problems and lack of adequate station facilities. 
Most of the blame is generally attributed to railroad obstructionism, however. 

Valentine's Day, 1974, and the day begins at 6am when the Mayor of Dubuque 
smashes a champagne bottle filled with Mississippi River water christening the 
first revenue run of the new BLACK HAWK. When the train finally gets underway 
at 6:03, there are close to 70 passengers aboard, but only about 25 paying, The 
rest were returning from the previous day's run, on which "Amtrak Special Guest" 
tickets were handed out. Zero was the passenger count at East Dubuque, and by 
the time the train reached Galena the snack bar was out of coffee and doughnuts. 

Today RDC 10, with its shrill steam-engine type whistle, is in the lead as the 
train arrives in Galena at 6:40, 13 minutes late. Two passengers are received 
and we maintain schedule to Freeport, where six riders are picked up off the 
street crossing. Amtrak is using street crossings for platforms at Freeport 
(east only) and at Elmhurst until platforms can be built, Departure from Rock- 
ford is 15 minutes off the advertised after running with the trailing unit (No. 
32) dead and heatless since Dubuque. There are 13 more passengers aboard now as 
ve head for Elahurst. Our train, #370, makes the street crossing stop at busy 
York Road, and sits for 20 minutes. The contrels have gone out in our lead unit 
so now only the center No, 31 is running, This sade for a rather interesting sit- 
uation, as the train finally got underway with one man in front blowing the whis- 
tle and watching the crossings while the train was being controlled from the rear 
unit and powered by the center unit. We finally limped into Union Station at 
11:00, 35 minutes late. 

The BLACK HAWK is scheduled to allow on-line residents to spend a day in Chi- 
cago. Monday-Saturday Dubuque departure is at 5:55am with a 10:25 arrival in 
Chicago (train 370). On Sundays and holidays #372 leaves Dubuque at 7:30 and ar- 
rives Chicago at noon. The daily return trip, #371, leaves Chicago at 6:20pm and 
finishes its 182-mile run in Dubuque at 10:50. The Illinois DOT indicates that 
funds for an additional Rockford-Chicago train will be requested if this train 
works out well. The DOT is also studying the costs of upgrading the ICG's 25mph 
track between Chicago and Broadview (13 miles). Other developments to watch for 
are a stop at Warren (between Freeport and Galena), a faster running time, and a 
possible extension of service across lowa. A bill has been introduced in the 
lowa legislature to subsidize extension of this train across the state to Sioux 


ity. 
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After a day of train watching and riding, | arrived at Union Station about 6:00. 
There was as yet no train on track 4, An hour passed, and still no BLACK HAWK, 
Rumors and speculation had prevailed during the day as to whether the RDC's had 
been repaired and what tne equipment would be. ("Maybe they'll send the WEEKENDER 
equipaent to St. Louis and the TURBULINER to Uubuque.") Finally about 7:15 our 
three faithful RDC's showed up and about 45 people got on board, Departure was at 
7:27. The mood aboard was festive, the train being filled with several rail fans 
whom | had spent the day with and some fellows from the Dubuque Chamber of Com- 
merce who were passing out free beer brewed in their river city. This group had 
commandeered the front of the lead car and, by turning seats so they faced the 
aisle, and turning the trash container upside down, set up a card game. Rockford 
departure was 9:42 and | was home at Freeport at 10:08, 28 miles in 26 minutes. 
Happy days are here again!

ELECTRIC VEHICLES IN THE ENERGY CRISIS 


An International Syaposium on electric vehicles was held in Washington Feb. 20, 
at which Under Secretary of Transportation John W. Barnum and others discussed the 
switch from a petroleum-based transportation system to one based upon other power 
sources, Quoth Mr. Barnua, "We are seeing transportation in a state of transition. 
The energy shortage, for all its frustrations and inconveniences, has precipitated 
a new appreciation for the public carrier and for the virtues of economy and effic- 
iency in transportation. ...Adoption now of a fuel conservation ethic, before we 
had reached a point of addictive dependency on foreign oil, may in the long run 
prove to be one of the best things to happen to our country and to our transporta- 
tion policies, Certainly it has given a new urgency to the development of alterna- 
tives to petroleumebased transportation power systems." Barnum outlined three major 
DOT projects involving electric power: development of a high-performance battery; 
formation of a Task Force on Rail Electrification; and construction of a prototype 
Advanced Concept Train (ACT-1). 

The Task Force concluded that electrification is the "only available alternative 
to diesel-electric operations on high-density, long-haul railroad lines," and that 
development of electrification can be best done by a joint government-industry pro- 
gram. The ACT-1, being built by the Garrett Corporation, includes a flywheel pro- 
pulsion system designed to store and "re-use" electric power. It is hoped that 
such vehicles could be used, for example, in the New York subway system, where an 
estimated $10 million-plus could be saved yearly in operating costs.

THE CREW OF Amtrak's MONTREALER one day early this month spotted a burning barn as 
they tooled thru South Royalton, WI. The anyinese stopped, at 6:30am, awoke the 
sleeping farmer and helped douse the fire.

WILL A REAL dome car run some day on the COAST STARLIGHT, on one of Amtrak's most 
scenic routes? In mid-February a full-height dome, Amtrak 9475 (ex-Burl ington 
1335, built in 1955 for the EMPIRE BUILDER), a dome coach, deadheaded from Seat- 
tle to Oakland on the rear of the STARLIGHT, where it was removed and placed next 
day on the rear of the SFZ to dead head to Sacramento, presumably to undergo roll 
and svay tests to check its suitability for running on SP's precious line. Budd 
domes are 15' 10" high, while freight cars 17 feet tall are permitted thru the 
most critical tunnels in Oregon's mountains.

THE SUNSET LIMITED was detoured on Santa Fe tracks in both directions between West 
Colton, CA and Phoenix, AZ on Feb, 26 when the SP line was blocked. It took the 
ATSF main line to Cadiz and then the Phoenix cutoff to Phoenix. Train #1 arrived 
L.A. over 6 hours late..... TWO ISSUES AGO we mentioned Amtrak's purchase of more 
used passenger cars. The figure is now about 100 purchased, from 200 available, 
at an average price of around $11,000 each. There is no breakdown yet of which 
cars were obtained, but the ones being offered were mostly from the Penn Central,

The INTER-AMERICAN, trains 21 and 
22, is Amtrak's name for the upcoming St, Louis-Laredo tri-weekly service, which is 
to be combined with the existing Fort Worth-Laredo INTER-AMERICAN,.... THE BLACK 
HAWK, the new train reported on in this issue, was involved in an accident Feb. 22. 
An automobile ran into the side of the RDC's, killing the driver and damaging the 
train enough to put the equipment out of commission a few days..... CANADIAN NATI- 
ONAL TURBO purchased by Amtrak is now undergoing test runs between Chicago and St. 
Louis prior to being placed on the New York-Boston route, probably in March..... 

THE REMAINING EIGHT French Turbos which Amtrak has an option to buy will be ob- 
tained with some modifications over existing trains. They will be fitted with 
Amtrak's own airline-type seats rather than the French seats, giving them folddown 
trays so passengers can easily take food to their places. Food service is to be 
altered, allowing hot meals to be served at all meals. Amtrak says the current 
train reliability is 95Z..... AMTRAK'S CURRENT PLAN for the SUPER CHIEF next summer 
is to split the train into SUPER and EL CAP sections, with a total of 28 cars, rune 
ning on the same schedule as now. In summer of 1972 Amtrak lost $4 million on the 


CHIEF, so that won't be revived. As an Amtrak spokesman put it, "Everyone wanted to | 


ride the SUPER CHIEF, but no one wanted to ride the CHIEF".....

the fore to help Amtrak really enlarge its fleet of cars to make for an adequate 
passenger train service for the American people. 

A total of $80.7 million is in this fiscal year's budget for motive power, in- 
cluding $1.2 million for used locomotives, $8.5 million for eleven new electric 
engines, $54.3 million for 138 new diesels, and $16.7 million for overhauling 57 
used locomotives. In next year's budget at the present time is only $ 14 million 
for completion of the purchase of the 138 new diesels. Some of the passenger car 
and locomotive funds mentioned are carryovers from the budget of fiscal 1973. 

If one attempts to visualize the Amtrak system after these funds have been spent 
it is clear that things are going to be changing at a steady pace. Whether that 
pace is fast enough given the rapidly-needed changes in our transportation system 
is doubtful, however. There will undoubtedly be pressures upon Amtrak to expand 
at a quicker rate than it has so far seen fit to do. These pressures will, of 
course, come from the American people working through Congress and lobby groups 
such as the National Association of Railroad Passengers. 

At the end of the year, Amtrak's Operations Department had responsibility for 
a fleet of 1979 passenger cars and 400 locomotives. The report outlines the re- 
furbishing and rebuilding program that Amtrak has been doing on its equipment. 

Antrak's Marketing Department is the next large entity to be covered in the 


’ 


report, One of its biggest concerns has been the reservation system, The report 


presents a chronology of developments over 
the year in the implementation of the res- 
ervations system, too lengthy for inclu- 
sion here. However, future steps, some of 
them already under taken, are listed: the 
expansion of the Los Angeles Central Res- 
ervations Office, with the elimination of 
the Seattle, Portland, and San Francisco 
offices; the changeover of the Chicago 
Central Reservations Office from the ADR 
(Automatic Diagram Retrieval) to the 

ARTS system (Amtrak Reservations and Tic- 
keting System); the creation of a Montre- 
al reservation office; the automation of 
ticket offices and stations, with instal- 
lation of automated ticket printers pro- 
viding nationwide automatic ticket issu- 
ance thru the reservation computer; in- 
stallation of nationwide teletype facil- 
ities; and guaranteed coach reservations 
with specific coach seat ticketing. 

One can only look forward to the comple- 
tion of these steps to bring America out 
of the dark ages and into the modern world 
of convenient and efficient rail passen- 
ger service.

Revenues from carrying mail doubled in 1973, to $4.4 million. Amtrak says a 
large part of this increase was due to establishment of mail service on the Chicago 
to Los Angeles route. Amtrak is negotiating with the Postal Service te carry mail 
also on the Chicago-Vakland and Los Angeles-Seattle routes, and if these are accep- 
ted, Amtrak's mail revenue will jump to over $6 million in 1974, 
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Amtrak's Marketing Department has included aen of ridership on the various 
routes in the report, covering July 1971 thru December 1973. These are the first 
such graphs to appear in an Amtrak annual report, and they show impressively the 
growth of ridership over the months, as well as the seasonal nature of travel. 
With most trains there are two basic peaks, a long summer one and a shorter winter 
peak, On some corridor trains ridership is quite steady throughout the year. The 
graphs represent ridership counts made at a single checkpoint on each route. One 
clearcut example of a train showing year-by-year growth as wall as big seasonal 
peaks is the Chicago-Fliorida FLORIDIAN, Each year's line on the graph is clearly 
elevated from the previous one, and beginning in December 1972 showed tremendous 
winter and summer increases, with some fairly good spring vacation rises as well. 
One problem with the graphs is that nowhere is it explained how frequently the pas- 
senger count is tabulated to plot the graphs. Presumably the figures given are 
weekly counts. We hesitate to report this for fear of the charge of local bias, 
but it is quite clear that of all the graphs, that of the COAST STARLIGHT shows the 
greatest growth since 1971, hitting a peak of about 4800 passengers (weekly?) in 
August of 1973, (Some of this is due to a change from tri-weekly to daily running.) 
Amtrak's Public Affairs Department has been counting consumer praise and criti- 
cism it receives in the mail (it handled 13,920 letters last oir, and on the ad- 
joining page we have tabled percentage of criticisms among al] comments received, 
figures we derived from Amtrak's tables. These are tabulated for Aug.-Dec, 1973 
only. Other categories commented on by the public include air conditioning and 
heating aboard trains, the source of the most complaints and hardly any praise.

The travel demands that Amtrak had projected for the 
year 1977 are being experienced at this moment, thanks in large part to the eneray 
crisis, as President Roger Lewis notes in his opening statement (see also QUOTES, 
pe 14). As the year closed, daily calls for reservations jumped to nearly double 
the peak 1973 summer months (from 32,000 to 60,000), Advance reservations were 
almost 24 times the number of the past summer, and income in November was 50%
